There are 40,600,276 hogs in this 


country, not counting the human vari- 
ety, and they are worth $106,272,770, an 
average of ?4.10 per head. Iowa is the 
banner hog State with 3,737,970 and an 
average value of $5.67. Missouri is sec- 
ond, with 3,074,329, and Texas is third, 
with $2,944,063. The State with the 
least number of hogs in it is Nevada, 
with 11,126, an average of one hog to 
every four persons in the State. New 
York has 632,524 hogs of an average 
value of $6.61. The highest priced hog 
is found in Connecticut, where his av- 
erage value is $9.29, and the State car- 
ries in stock 53,737 head of this elegant 
specimen. Ohio is well to the front 
with 2,284,662, and Rhode Island bris- 
tles all over with 14,280, of an average 
value of $7. Illinois, in which State 
Chicago is located, has 2,249,401. The 
lowest priced hog is a native of Florida 
and his average is but $2.02. He is the 
famous razor back, and he can root up 
the fifth row of corn 
through the

the purchase of Alaska was 2,933,666 
square miles; Alaska contains 550,000 
square miles of mainland, 7,000 square 
miles of the Aleutian Islands, and 22,- 
000 square miles of other islands, a 
total of 579.000 square miles, or one- 
fifth of the area of the rest of the 
United States. It requires the areas of 
California, Oregon, Washington, Idaho, 
Montana and New York to equal this. 
The area of New York, Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Indians, Illinois, Virginia, and 
West Virginia equal only one-half of 
Alaska. It equals the combined area 
of Great Britain and Ireland, France, 
Germany, Belgium, and the Nether- 
lands. It stretches from latitude 51 de- 
grees to 71 degrees, and from longitude 
130 ,degree\s to 188 degrees.

Without waiting for the completion 


of her great drainage canal, Chicago 
proposed to stop the discharge of her 
sewers into Lake Michigan, which sup- 
plies her with drinking water. Two 
new sewers are to be constructed, emp- 
tying into the Illinois and Michigan 
Canal, and slight changes will be made 
in some of the existing sewers to adapt 
them to this new plan. 


A rather curious feature of tbe work 


in hand is an alteration in the grade 
of a section; 104 feet long, of an old 
sewer so that its contents will now 
westward instead of eastward.

inclination is very slight, and tbe re- 
quired modification will therefore be 
trifling. A flooring of concrete will be 
laid on the bottom of the great six- 
foot conduit.

This difference will 
be sufficient to give a slope In the op- 
posite direction.

not be flat, but curved, so as to form 
a furrow of less width than the orig- 
inal sewer.

"My dice." After making this state- 
ment he cooly proceeds to carefully ex- 
amine them to see it they.are loacjed, 
and, satisfied on this point, hands them 
back to the player. This is allowable 
Just after the first throw, but after this 
it Is an insult to the player again to 
question their genuineness, and if it 
is done a fight is the resiilt. 


The player having scored a point the 


first time, the excitement beconeg in- 
tense. The white teeth of all are shin- 
ing, their^eyes rolling Until they seem 
like ovals of ivory set with a black 
bead and their heads commence to 
Swag from Bide to side.* The player 
holds his breath and not a word is 
spoken by those around him as he rat- 
les the dice. It is the critical moment. 
If he. can make hie "point" before he 
:brows seven he wins, but if seven 
comes first he is undone. 
The bet- 


tors surreptitiously run their hands 
n their pockets aud feel for a rabbit's 
foot. 


Suddenly tbe player blows upon the 


dice in his hand, gives a deep gutteral 
grunt, and cries excitedly: 


"Come to see me, little Joe." 
Tb« 


•fader" keeps repeating: 


"Cut him off, seben. Cut his throat, 


:ucky s*ben. Jump under him, seben;" 


There is an exclamation from the 
fader," a triumphant laugh from the 
player. 
He has made bis point. 


There is an exchange of dirty nickels, 
and a grunt or two from: the losers. 
The player is getting warmed up.

takes off his coat, rolls up bis sleeves, 
and spits on his bands.
